These words of Gilbert Highct'e 
from "The Art of Teaching" are thu 
first guidance given to each' In- 
coming cla.ss at the School for 
Teachers. ' Macdonald College, 
which prepares young men and 
women for positions as elementary, 
intennediate and kindergarten 
teachers in the ProtesUntyMhool.* 
of the Province. All , teachers In 
Protestant schools of .Quebec ex- 
cept those who arc qualifying for 
positions "in high schools, receive 
lltcir training at the College. 

Macdonald's School for "Teachers 
has the distinction of being the only 
recognized teacher-training school 
in Canada which la conducted by a 
l)rlvalcly endowed Institution • for 
the benefit of the Province as a 
whole. Director ' of the School is 
D. C. Munroe, M.A., Professor of 
Education.. . 

Each diploma course coiisists of 
one session of classes at the School 
supplemented by periods of prac- 
tice teaching at the Macdonald High 
School or in Protestant schools on 
the Island of Moiitreal or elsewhere 
in the Province. The term is long; 
the 4Sth session of the School, now 
underway, commenced Sept. 4 and 
is to continue until June 5. ' 

Certificates, arc awarded to grad- 
uates of the School by the Depart- 
ment of Education of the Province 
of, Quebec. Twenty-six men and 163 
women are at present registered in 
the three diploma courses. 

Considerable emphasis is placed 
on the "non-scientific" practice 
teaching sections of the course; 
thrcivsuch sessions are held during 
the CollcKe year. Demonstration 
ieâJ!ons, criticism lessons, and prac- 
tice loacliinn ure «iveii at llie ciinp- 
tis High School, which is organized 
from kindergarten through eleventh
